Great concern is being ex- 
pressed by labor leaders in 
the province over the amend- 
ments to the Alberta Labor 
Act which were introduced in 
the legislature last week. 

The bill provides for stiff 
penalties for illegal strikes 
and leaves to the court a de- 
cision as to whether a strike 
is legal or not. 

It prohibits any attempt 
by a union member to in- 
fluence another to join the 
union during working hours. 

Printed copies of the bill were 
not available, even to members 
of the legislature, until Monday. 
At the time of going to press it 
has been decided to refer the bill 
to-the Agriculture Committee (a 
committee of the whole house) to 
hear representations from labor 
organizations, 

Strong objection is being taken 
to the introduction of such a far- 
reaching measure in the dying 
hours of the session. It is felt that

At the last municipal meeting 
of the Municipal District of Moun- 
tain View, it was brought out 
that a large number of the bridges 
(these belong to the provincial 
government) were in such a state 
of repair that they had been con- 
demned for some time and that 
the provincial government knew 
of this but did nothing. Does this 
not indicate criminal neglect, 
when large sums of mone; are 
spent on a couple of main hizh- 
ways for propaganda purposes. 

The gravelled road linking 
Olds and Trochu is used as a 
market road all right, but so are 
all the highways in Alberta. The 
road in question is used exten- 
sively by trucks hauling coal to 
all parts of Alberta with economic 
reach, as well as mine props from 
the west to the mines. It is also 
used by commercial travellers and 
quite a large number of tourists, 
but the provincial government 
refuses to admit its responsibility 
and take over the maintenance of 
this road as an Alberta highway 
because this would reduce the 
amount of money spent on the 
“Manning Trail” from Edmon- 
ton to Calgary.

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PROTECT TREASURY BRANCHES 
TY) REMIER MANNING has said in the legislature that he 
has heard no eriticism about the operation of the 
treasury branches or the nature of the loans made by the 
branches. That is fortunate for his peace of mind. Others 
have not escaped hearing disturbing things about treasury 
branch transactions. aes 

Although the government has made sure that the inquiry 
into the operation of the branches by the publie accounts 
committee has been hedged about with restrictions designed 
to make as little information available as possible, there is 
evidence enough to indicate looseness of operation that would 
not be tolerated in ordinary business. 

For example, in answer to questions in the committee, it 
was revealed that chattel mortgages for very large sums of 
money (in one case $172,000) were drawn by a branch man- 
ager. The trucks, machines and equipment listed in the mort- 
gage were not identified by serial numbers or by any other 
exact description. If such looseness is possible in relation to 
guch a large sum, what may be the official carelessness 1n 
smaller amounts? 

Supporters of the C.C.I*. are keenly interested in the 
operation of the treasury branches. Since the branches have 
been stripped of the Social Credit nonsense which was first 
un integral part of the set-up, they have become nothing 
more than publicly-owned provincial banks that are render- 
ing a useful banking service to a great many Alberta people. 
In that capacity C.C.F. people regard them as an institution 
that should be continued or even expanded to increase the 
service they render. 

Because they are publicly-owned banks, and because 
sloppy operation of them would discredit the whole principle 
of public ownership, it ig all the more necessary that any 
looseness in administration should be tightened up. Every- 
thing should be done to prevent any lack of public confidence 
in the treasury branches. 

In particular, there should be some curb on the extent 
to which cabinet ministers or other members of the legis- 
lature should be permitted to borrow from_ the ~ treasury 
branches, Directors of chartered ‘banks are limited by law 
in the loans which they may obtain from banks of which 
they are directors, At the very least, members of the Alberta 
legislature should be similarly limited as to the loans they 
may obtain from the treasury branches. 


LIESEM ER’S GRAND JOB 


Grr credit is due to A. J. E. Liesemer, M.L.A., for his 
fight to obtain worthwhile amendments to the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act in the present session of the legis- 
lature. Mr. Liesemer was a member of the legislative com- 
mittee which made a report to the House at the beginning of 
the session. He presented a minority report recommending 
increased compensation to injured workmen and widows 
and other dependents who are now receiving compensation. 
The majority report did not provide for increased com- 
pensation and increases to dependents are to apply only to 
accidents which take place after March 31st, 1948. There are 
102 widows who receive $40.00 per month, 351 who receive 
$35.00 per:month, and 31 who receive only $20.00 per month. 
None of these will receive any increase. Those who become 
widows after March 31st will receive $50.00 a month. 

In committee and in the legislature Mr. Liesemer has put 
up a magnificent fight for the 100,000 workers covered by 
the act. He has left no stone unturned to obtain higher bene- 
fits. His last move was to make an amendment to the motion 
for third reading of the bill, asking for a reference back to 
committee so that increased compensation could be further 
considered. 

As a matter of record, Mr. Liesemer has asked for little 
that has not already been enacted in Saskatchewan. The 
reluctance of the Alberta government to come up to the Sas- 
katchewan scale of compensation (75%) is difficult to 
understand. 

In a recorded vote on the Liesemer amendments at the 
third reading of the bill every government member in the 
House voted “No”. Supporting the amendments were the 
two C.C.F. members, J. W. Williams, Edmonton, Arthur 
Wray, Banff-Cochrane, and J. Harper Prowse, Army. 


TIME FOR A CHANGE 


ALBERTA people have seen enough in the present session 
of the Alberta legislature to confirm the growing feel- 
ing that it is time for a change of government. To take one 
example, a solid government block voted against the C.C.F. 
resolution to prohibit increases i» gasoline and other oil 
products in the province before an investigation is first held 
to determine if an increase is justified.

Figures in Dispute 
The minister has 
been challenged as 
to the source of his 
figures, which add 
up to an_ expendi- 
ture of $165,000,- 
000. Receipts, the 
same figures give, 
as only $156,000,- 
000, leaving a de- 
ficit of some $9,000,000. These 
figures may not be current as to 
a month or so, but they were, says 
the minister, a reflection of the 
picture at the time Leduc became 
un important producing field. 


Imperial ‘‘Lucky”’ 


There is undoubtedly going to 
be a tremendous extension of the 
Leduc field—north and west and 
perhaps south and east. Other 
companies are going to share to 
some extent. The fact is, though, 
that the policy of tremendous 
acreage leases for exploration 
gave Imperial a virtual monopoly 
on this particular field. That may 
well be classed as a piece of luck. 
But luck is a poor regulator. 

The Imperial Oi] Company has 
been credited with various figures 
by ‘different authorities as to the 
amount that has been: spent by 
them in this exploration activity 
in Alberta. Commonly quoted, 
just after the first well came in, 
was a figure of $20,000,000. 
Later this rose to $28,000,000. 
Presently newspapers report that 
as much as one million dollars per 
month is being spent in Alberta 


on exploration. It is likely fair to | 


say that Imperial has spent and is 
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fertilizer does not contain 2,000 
pounds of fertilizing ingredients. ~ 
some contain as. low as 1,400 
pounds, the rest being filler. Ip 
years gone by farmers used to 
buy their own ingredients and mix 


haps 25% or more of the price 
with little extra work. However, 
it seems that this practice has 
been discouraged by the fertilizer 
companies, and a pamphlet issued 
by the Department of Agriculture 
bears me out on this point.” 

The Liberal government broke 
its implied promise to the Cana. 
dian people by turning over the 
fertilizer plants that were public. 
ly owned to private enterprise at 
the end of the war. These plants 
have since reaped a huge harvest 
of profits. Figures show that the 
Calgary plant was successful in 
making the fertilizer formula at 
considerably less than $20 per 
ton, and in writing off a good 
portion of the plant cost while so 
doing. By January, 1948, after 
the lifting of controls, the cost of 
fertilizer to the eastern farmer 
had risen from $24 to $91 per 
ton. 


So the merry game goes on. 
Just as the robber barons of old 
settled themselves along the trade 
routes and exacted toll of all who 
passed by, so monopolies today 
seize control of vital necessities 
and compel the public to pay 
their price or go without. This is 
Capitalism—the fruits of monop- 
oly enterprise—and if you have 
had enough of it it is time for 
you to vote for the C.C.F.

CCF Policy On Roads 


(From a Radio Broadcast by 
Henry G. Younes, C.C.F. Candi- 
date for Wetasi:iwin) 
OADS are important for 
they have a direct bearing 
upon the price of food- 
stuffs. Since 1936 the 
department of public works of 
Alberta has spent approximately 
50 million dollars on roads and 
bridges. This is a lot of money. 
The question is: Have we got 
value for it in the form of roads? 
Out of Balance 

In the opinion of the C.C.F., 
the road program is out of 
balance. It placés too much em- 
phasizes on tourist highways at 
thé expense of market roads. In 
the past 12 years, some 36 mil- 
lions have been spent on main 
highways as against 8% millions 
on district highways and _ local 
roads. Four and a half to one in 
favor of main highways is. far 
too high. Some of the highways 
upon which these huge sums are 
being spent run through country 
almost useless from an agricuitur- 
al standpoint. Why should the 
people at Winfield and Minnehik 
stay forever in the mud, while 
millions are spent on the Jasper 
Highway, west of Edson beyond 
the farming area? . 

A.F.U. Brief 

As to the local road situation. 
The A.F.U. in a brief to the Al- 
berta Taxation Commission said 
this: 

“Today, owing to the increase 
of production in the central and 
northern areas of Alberta and the 
great advance in mechanization 
on the farms, a greatly enlarged 
tonnage of produce 'has to be 
moved ayer rural roads during 
the season when the ground is not 
frozen. The prompt transporta- 
tion of. this produce is of . far 
greater importance to the farmer 
of tsday.” 

How is this need being met? 

“It is our considered opinion 
that over a term of years the local 
road situation has deteriorated so 
that, today, far from keeping pace

A. J. &. Liesemer moved = an 
amendment on the third reading 
of the bill, asking that the 
measure be referred back to the 
committee of the whole house to 
effect the following amendments: 

Increase in compensation to in- 
jured workmen from 66% % to 
165% of earnings; increase in 
pensions to widews now receiving 
compensation; payment from the 
date of accident if the disability 
lasts more than three days; in- 
crease in the per diem allowance 
for injured workers being treat- 
ed away from home from $2.50 


to $3.50; increase for orphan 
children to 825.00 per month. 
Five Vote Pou Fe 

Although the increases called 
for in the Liesemer amendment 
were below those asked for by 
Labor organizations, only five 
members of the legislature voted 
fog the amendment. They were 
the two C.C.F. members, J. W. 
Williams, Arthur Wray and J. 
Harper Prowse. 

Saskatchewan Leade 

in pressing for an increase to 
75% in the basie compensation 
rate, the C.C.F. members were 
secking to bring the rate in line 
with that of Saskatchewan, where 
the €.C.F. government increased 
the rate to 75% two years ago. 

Mr. Liesemer was successful in 
obtaining the acceptance of one 
of the recommendations of his 
minority report when the legis- 
lature agreed to raise to $2,500 
the maximum income on which 
compensation may be paid, The 
old ceiling was $2,000. In the 
present session of the Saskatche- 
| wan legislature it is being raised 
to $3,000.

“Chicks That Live, Lay, and Pay’’ 
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It's An Uphill 


Radio Talk by A. 3. £. Liesermer, M.L.A. 
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N ONE point on Workmen’s 
Compensation we have had a 
remarkable victory. The So- 
cial Credit Cabinet yielded 
tg my minority report and grant- 
ed a raise in the wage ceiling 
from $2,000 to $2,500. Although 
they angrily accused me of mak- 
ing a political football of Com- 
pensation it is obvious that if J 
had not introduced the minority 
report injured workmen would 
not have this increase in benefit. 

Trade Union Co-operation 

What is equaily obvious is this: 
had working people not rallied to 
the support of the minority report 
by wiring and writing the Prem- 
ier asking that he support it, Mr. 
Roper and I would not have been 
able to get even this concession 
from a cabinet so hostile to labor. 
The victory on this one important 
point is a splendid example of 
what can be gained in the face 
of a hostile government, and with 
only two C.C.F. members in the 
Legislature, when there is a close 
working together of the unions 
in the field and the C.C.F. mem- 
bers in the house. And I want to 
express my very great appreci- 
ation of the hearty co-operation 
which Mr. Roper and I received 
from unions and union members 
in the fight for benefits for in- 
jured workmen and their depend- 
ents. 

Refused to Budge 

Now although on this one point 
together we have achieved a real 
victory, on all other important 
points the Social Credit cabinet 
refused to budge. Workmen’s 
basic compensation has not been 
increased from 66% to 75%; in 
Saskatchewan under the C.C.F. 
government the rate has been 
75% since the C.C.F. came to 
power. 

Saskatchewan pays compensa- 
tion from the date of injury where 
the disability is for more than 
three days. My minority report 
asked for the same for Alberta 
but this too the Social Credit

cabinet turned down. Working 
people will be interested to know 
that in this session of the Sask- 
atchewan legislature while we 
were raising our wage ceiling 
from $2,000 to $2,500 Saskatch- 
ewan was raising theirs from $2,- 
500 to $3,000. My minority re- 
port would have raised benefits 
up to what Saskatchewan has had 
for the last three years without 
increasing the cost to industry 
one cent. 

In spite of the concession we 
wrung from a reluctant Social 
Credit government the refusal to 
adopt my minority report means 
that assessments on industry in 
1949 will go down, in spite of 
the fact that profits now stand 
at an all-time high in the history 
of Canada and Alberta. 

Completely Reactionary 

The tragedy of this Social 
Credit government is that it is no 
old line party reactionary that 
instead of planning on its own 
initiative to help the citizens of 
Alberta everybody, not only la- 
bor, has to fight and fight to get 
even a part of what they deserve. 


Farmers have found the same 
thing. For years they have been 
unanimously demanding rural 
electrification and rural roads, 


but this government has consist- 
ently refused to act. For years 
the teachers have asked for a 
decent pension. Only this year, 
just before an election, has the 
Social Credit government aamit- 
ted partial defeat and yielded to 
«a considerable extent. 

Not Like Other Provinces 

Merchants, home owners and 
farmers have for years’ been 
clamoring to have their municipal 
property taxes reduced by hav- 
ing the provincial government 
pay the same share of old age pen- 
sions, mothers’ allowances and 
indigent relief that other prov- 
inces pay whether they are C.C.F., 
Liberal or Conservative govern- 
ments, but this ultra-reactionary 
Social Credit government has re- 
fused, Almost every Alberta 


eitizen has been clamoring for & 
the government to pay out of its & 


huge annual provincial surplus 
50% of the eost of education, but 
it has refused to yield more than 
e little. 

What a relief it will be atte 
the next election to have a géy.

Victory and Defeat 

Mr. Roper and I had one more 
victory and one more defeat.

Lessening the Power. of Parliamen 


HI present federal govern- 

ment, under leadership of 

a man who keeps repeating, 

“parliament shall decide,” 
nas gone a long way since the 
outbreak of war to lessen the 
power of — parliament. Classic 
example was in the fall of 1946, 
when parliament passed a C.C.F. 
motion to continue subsidies on 
milk, only to have the subsidy re- 
moved by order-in-council some 
weeks later. 

Last week, a  C.C.F. motion 
seeking to protect the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board from 
arbitrary termination by the 
government showed up this alarm- 
ing trend again. 

“In our view, the government 
has been going too fast down the 
road to decontrol. We would like 
to make sure that the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board will not 
be scuttled within the next year. 
For if the government disbands 
the board, and in a few weeks 
realizes its mistake, tt will not be 
in a position to re-establish it; it 
will have lost the authority to do 
so. We feel that W.P.T.B. officers, 
if they have this assurance that 
the board will continue to func- 
tion, may press their duties more 
vigorously in making Canada’s re- 
maining controls effective.” 

Seeks Amendment 

These were the arguments used 
by Stanley Knowles: (C.C.F., Win- 
nipeg North-Centre) in a skilful 
parliamentary skirmish by which 
he songht to open the way for the 
C.C.F. to amend the Transitional 
Measures Act, before the com- 
mons for extension to March 81, 
1949. Amply supported by rules 
of procedure, Knowles urged the 
house to support a motion which 
would ensure his right, when the

relation to the issue. Liberals (all 
but four), Conservatives and 
Social Credit voted down the 
motion: 116-31. 

In Mr. Ilsley’s extraordinary 
speech he said, ‘Such an amend- 
ment, if it were brought before 
the committee and‘ passed, would 
be no more than an empty seh 
ture. The government would still 
have the power to exempt any 
particular item now under control 
of the W.P.T.B. Thus the most 
that could be said for the amend 
ment is that it might exert a little 
moral pressure on the government 
to keep price control on a little 
longer.”

Ever since the end of the war, 
the Soviet Government has op- 
posed every suggestion of unity 
in Western Europe, for fear it 
would be an anti-Soviet step. But 
all the time it was building an 
Eastern Bloc and laying careful 
plans to bring one country after 
another under domination. The 
latest victim of ruthless Soviet 
advance is Czechoslovakia.’’ 


Need Positive Program 

“Everyone should now clearly 
understand what Communism 
really means,’”’? Mr. Coldwell said, 
“but merely to attack Commun- 
ism is not enough. What is need- 
ed is a positive program to re- 
move the unjust economic condi- 


necessary at the present time.” 

At the same time Mr. Coldwell 
sounded a warning against any 
attempt: to ressurrect a capitalist 
economy in Western Europe. He 
said, ‘‘The only way private mon- 
opoly could be enforced in Eur- 
ope is through reviving the Fas- 
cist and other totalitarian forces 
of the right. 

Strong Bulwark 

“A recent American State De- 
partment report on Europe ad- 
mits, “Western European social- 
ism is one of the strongest bul- 
warks against communism.” This 
is true. The only reliable forces 
for democracy in Western Europe 
are the people organized in the 
democratic parties, and in the 
trade unions, co-operatives and 
farmer organizations.” 

Mr. Coldwell urged “substan- 
tial help” from Canada to con- 
tribute toward rebuilding democ- 
racy and prosperity in Europe.

Speaking to the resolution, the 
mover, Elmer E. Roper, called 
attention to the fact that gasoline

Closing the debate, the C.C.F. 
leader said if oil companies would 
be deterred from produ.ing oil 
by an investigation of prices, 
then there was need for even 
more investigation. He said the 
price of gasoline and oil products 
was higher in the western pro- 
vinces than anywhere else on the 
fontinent. As one crossed the 
border into the United States, he 
said, gasoline prices decreased as 
the motorist neared the oil pro- 
ducing areas. Alberta residents 
enjoyed no such advantage.

We have been prone to 
paddle against tha current of 
his most dominant political 
emotions. Sometimes it was be- 
cause we failed to properly 
identify those emotions. Some- 


times it was the’ erroneous 
belief that natural human 
emotions run_ contrary to 


socialist principle. The fact is 
that we do not have to paddle 
against the current and there 
is nothing smart in doing so. 
At times we have been like the 
grocer who told the customer 
he had to have his beans out of 
the barrel or have no _ beans 
from him at all. 


No harm is done if its friends 
take it out of the barrel, wrap 
it in cellophane, even scent the 
package. If it will sell better 
with a modernized name that 
will not change the goods either. 
Socialists who stubbornly re- 
fuse to face those facts are 
like the grocer still trying to 
sell beans from a barrel.

One of the chief objections to 
the legislation is that the govern- 
ment has ignored all of the labor 
organizations’ requests to stream- 
line preliminary negotiations be- 
tween unions and’ employers.

Otficers who call a strike are to 
be -fined $50 a day. 

“Taft - Hartley” 

“Taft - Hartley!’ was the com- 
ment of most labor representa- 
tives as they commented on the 
bill. “They tried it in their Bill 
39 in British Columbia,” said one 
union man, “and there was a 
wave of strikes which couldn't be 
settled until the  yovernment 
backed down. Now they are chang- 
ing the legislation.” 

“People cannot be compelled to 
work,’ said another labor spokes- 
man, “when you compel them to 
do xo, with any kind of a whip, it 
is slavery.” 

“Although there is a 
for lockouts it doesn’t mean a 
thing,’' was another comment. 
“Everyone knows that an employ- 
er can provoke a strike by mak- 
ing conditions miserable enough 
to virtually compel men to walk 
off the job. Then the onus of 
striking will be on the workers.” 

Police State 

It is expected that various 
labor groups will express strong 
objection te the bill when it) is 
before the house committee. 

One of the majer objections ex- 
pressed by union people has to do 
with enforcement of the lesisla- 
tion by the courts.

ficient safeguard. “Said Stanley 
Knowles: 

“Phe very fact that the gov- 
ernment purchases uranium from 
private interests means that there 
is a stage at which private inter- 
ests own this material ... I sug- 
gest that we are opening the door 
to «a new phase of. profiteering.” 

BE. B. McKay (C.C.F., .Wey- 
burn) warned, “The purchase of 
concentrates by ‘the government 
will give the federal authorities 
far from complete control over 
such mining development. This 
sort of control wauld not elimi- 
nate such possibilities as smug- 
ling to other countries where 
higher prices might be paid than 
those offered in Canada... I 
feel that the government should 
control every phase of this devel- 
opment.” 

A hushed-up— scandal in 
nection with the Eldorado Min- 
ing Company, since taken over 
by the sovernment, was recalled 
by Alistair Stewart (C.C.F., 
Wpg. North) who argued strong- 
ly against turning “this tremen- 
dous power for good or evil” over 
to private hands. 

“Would it not be better in the 
long run, to take over complete 
ownership of these materials now, 
rather than be compelled to do so 
later if, unhappily, we find our- 
seives in another) war?" Mr. 
Stewart asked. He recalled the 
restrictive practices followed in 
the production of radium, by in- 
ternational agreement between 
private companies ‘under the sti- 
mulus of profits’, and chai- 
lenged, “What guarantee is there 
that this sort of agreement will 
not be entered into, in regard to 
uranium?”
